lified by the ruling of a majority opinion of our high 
court. Three of the nine supreme court judges took an 
opposite view, by upholding the law as constitutional, 
but the majority opinion prevails and for the time being 
the legislation in question is repealed by court edict. 
Without entering into a discussion of the merits or 
demerits of this attempted legislation there is an element 
of democracy itself, which enters in connection with this 


or any other law, regularly adopted by our national law- 


making body and signed by the executive head of the’ 


nation, which may be nullified by the supreme court 


declaring it unconstitutional. That element is the grow- 


ing tendency of courts to so nullify legislation by declar- 
ing it unconstitutional. Too often the reasoning used in 


construing the real meaning, intent and force of the con- 
stitution, on the point involved is so far-fetched or so 
obscure that it is plainly evident that the authors of the 
constitution never contemplated such construction as the 


high judges place upon the passages quoted. Conse- | 
quently, instead such opinions being a true and faithful | 


sstatement of what our constitution really says and 


actually intended, these opinions only too often are, 


merely declarations by the court of what the justices 


conceive and desire the law should be rather than a| 


straight-forward statement of anything that the United 
States constitution specifically lays down as a funda- 
mental requirement. 

When the supreme court points out that congress is 
the sole lawmaking body in the United States national 
government and that “‘nowhere in the constitution is 
congress authorized to delegate the power to legislate” 


to the president of the United States or to anybody else, 


that sounds like perfectly sound and logical reasoning. 
But it is equally true and logical to state that nowhere in 


the constitution is the supreme court authorized either to | 


add anything to the constitution, which is not there, or 


to ignore provisions of any part of the constitution, which | 
is clearly stated, and using another part of the constitu-| 
tion, which is not so clear, to add or to take out of that | 


document provisions and guarantees contained in the 
supreme law of our land. 


The minute that the supreme court undertakes to add 
to or take from the constitution anything therein con- 
tained it is usurping its authority, under the constitution, 
and is in fact undertaking to legislate by reading into the 
supreme law of the land meanings and constructions of 
their own personal opinions of what is right, wrong, de- 
sirable or expedient, instead of setting forth clearly and 
explicitly exactly what the constitution says and plainly 
sets forth. 

It is this tendency of the United States supreme court 
to usurp its legal authority which constitutes a menace to 
democracy. It is this growing practice of accepting a su- 
preme court decision as the supreme law of the land and 
both treating and using it as being superior to the con- 
stitution itself, when the fact of the matter is that the 


sole and only legal authority, which the supreme court , 


is that which the constitution 
The fact that the constitution gives this court 


of the United States has, 
gives it. 


the authority to interpret the constitution, does not dele- | 
gate to its justices the authority either to nullify or | 


change the slightest provision or wording of the United 


States constitution, for it and not the supreme court is | 
the supreme law of the land. No supreme court has any. 
legal right to modify or change it. Whenever the supreme | 


court justices do this they are usurping the authority 
vested in them by the constitution of the United States. 

Whenever any of the provisions of the constitution 
do not suit the American people they have the power 


through their congress and through their state legisla-. 


tures to change or repeal such provisions. Nor do we 
need to consult our supreme court to make such changes. 


It is the duty of the supreme court justices to obey the | 


constitution, which the American people give them as 
their guide, and which they invariably are sworn to de- 
fend and uphold. 

The method of amending, changing or repealing any 
part or section of the constitution is clearly laid down in 
that document. The nine supreme court justices have no 
more legal right to say what shall be contained in or re- 
quired by the constitution than do any other nine qualified 
citizens of the United States. The constitution of the 
United States is neither made nor framed by the supreme 
court. It is superior to all the courts created by it and is 


recognized and accepted in law as the document which |

In order to mal e an accurate 
and complete report on the ef- 


forts they have taken in Berkeley, 


directly to the interest of organ- 
ized labor in Alameda county, the 
American student union has ad- 
dressed this communication to the 
Central Labor Council of that 
county.

Testifying to this effect is the

This campaign un to the 
present time has been featured by 
actiog exposing the unfair labor 
nolicy of the Varsity Barber shon 
Such action has consisted of the 
direct method of circular distri- 


bution, permit, before 
said shop calling public attention 
to the fact the Varsity Barber 
shop is prominently supporting a 
policy making Berkeley the most 
notoriously anti-labor comrginity 
of the bay district. Two different 
circulars, amounting to about 4000 
altogether, have been distributed 
The Varsity Barber shop has heen

concentrated unon because they 
arrogantly violated their union 
agreement and hecause they re- 
ceive the bulk of student patron- 
age. Effectiveness of the campagn 


to date is testified to by other 
barber shops in Berkeley, to whom 


former varsity customers have 
been diverted. Further testimony 
in that direction was supplied by 
the management of the _ varsity 
when the circular distribution was 
renewed for the second time re- 
cently. and they protested loudly 
and bitterly against such unusual 
student interest in Berkeley work- 


ing conditions. Plans for the next 
step in returning the Varsity Bar- 
ber shop to union status are being 
laid by the A. S. U. with the advice 
of the barber's union.

Alameda Board of . 
Utility Boosting 
Electric Cookery 


Alameda's board*of public utili- 
ties, according to President John 
M. O'Dea, is looking forward to the 
time when electric cookery will be 
the rule in the city instead of, 
at present, used in only a little 
more than 10 per cent of the city’s 
homes. 

“One of the functions of a util- 
ity’s management is to look ahead,” 
said O'Dea, “and it requires no 
pronnet to see that use of electric- 
ity, and especially use of electricity 
for cooking, is advancing by leaps 
and bounds. Much of this advance, 
of is due to the inherent 
advantages of this form of cookery, 
Which ate winning it high popular- 
ily among housewives, but much 
also is due to the extremely low 
raies charged here for electricity 
used in domestic operations. 

“Electric ranges in use in 
meda inereased nearly 50 per cent 
last year, and will very likely in- 
crease as much again this year. 
This naturally .imposes an addi- 
tional load on our substations and 
distributing system, and one of the 


course, 


things which we have taken care 
of in the new Alameda substation 
is a margin adequate to cover this 
ncrease in demand for electricity 
for a considerable period into the 
future. When that margin = ap- 
proaches extinction, we can add 
additional units to the station, the 
arrangement of which was _ espe- 
cially designed to provide for ex- 
pansion 

“We will never again, if the 


board’s present policies are carried 
out, face the necessity of overload 
ing our equipment as was the case 
last winter. This means added cer 


tainty of service to our people, it 
creased security in the use of ele 
tric current and all-around bette:

Probe of Labor Spying and Attacks On 


Civil Liberties Urged by AFL Council 


La Follette Resolution Scheduled for An Early Vote 


in the 


Senate 


The executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor, in| 
session in Washington, announced | 
that it was unanimously in favor 
of the La Follette resolution for a 
nation-wide investigation into labor 
spying and other violations of civil 
liberties. 

Hearings on the resolution have 
been held up by a subcommittee 
of the senate committee on edu-| 
cation and labor, consisting of Sen- 
ator La Follette, Senator Thomas 
of Utah, and Senator Murphy of 
Iowa. It is expected that the a 
committee will make a favorabie 
report to the full committee, whose 
members it 
the inquiry. 

Th2 broad sense of the resolution 


is believed will favor 


is indicated by the fact that it au- 
thorizes and directs the committee 
on education and labor “to make 


an investigation of the rights of 
free speech and assembly and un- 
due interference with the right of 
labor to organize and bargain col- 
lectively.” 

After the education and labor 
committee has approved the reso- 
lution it must pass the scrutiny of 
the senate audit and control com- 
mittee, which has the say-so on dis- 
bursing senate funds for such in- 
qguiries. This committee is headed 
by Senator Byrnes of South Caro- 
lina, who is understood to favor 
the resolution. Other members are 
Senators Tydings of Maryland, 
Bachman of Tennessee and Town- 
send of Delaware.

Judge Moore ruled that this con- 
stituted an adequate safety device 
as Well as sufficient warning of the 
danger of the occupation and held 
that no negligence by the company 
had been shown. 

He decided that when Pryor con- 
tinued to work for the company 
his action constituted an assump- 
tion of risk for which the companys 
was not legally responsible. 


Slum Conditions 


The startling declaration that in 
health matters when viewed 
from the standpoint of slums an- 
cient Rome was further advanced 
than were some of Canada’s largest 
cities was made by Charles G. 
Power, minister of pensions and 
national health, in Toronto in ad- 
dressing the twenty-second annual 
convention of the Ontario Health 
Officers’ association. 

His reference to present 
slum conditions and his comparison 
with Rome was brief and pungent. 
“At least,’’ he told the 200 doctors 
in the audience, “the citizens of 
Rome could have a daily bath, 
which is not possible in our mod- 
ern slums.”
